NEED FOR A LLOYD-GEORGE 



Says It Is Better On Occasion, to 
Attend Political Meeting Than 
Prayer Meeting. 

Yesterday afternoon an cnthusiasitc 
audience met in Strntluona Hall lo 
hear Rev. J. S. Woodsworth lorhiro on 
"Canadian Citizenship." Mi'. Woods- 
worth comes to the Theological Col- 
leges as profpssoi- of socinlogy. lie is 
an expert ou the practical as well as 
the thcoiTlical side ol" his subject, as 
ho has liocn for iiuiuy years secretary 
of the I'anadiuu Welfare UcaKue. E- 
A. C'orhrtt, who iulroduccil the Ice- 
turcr 10 the aiulicnce after the opening 
exercises had been disi)osed of, spoke 
in great praise of the worli Mr. Woods- 
worth had done in AVinnlpeg in seeit- 
ing out actual social conditions In that 
city. 

Mr. Woodsworlli inlioducrd the suh- 
jrct hy stating thai the world in gen- 
eral hud made a great difference be- 
tween the sacred and the secular. 
Days, buildings, books, be said, came 
under this classification, which in nil 
essential features was false. God 
speaks in everything — in the work of 
(he doctor and the scientist as well as 
in the more circumscribed sphere of 
the preacher. 

"Perhaps the most sacred of duties," 
continued Mr.Woodsworth, "is one that 
has been generally considered as secu- 
lar — the duty of citizenship. Some- 
times it is more sacred to attend a po- 
litical meeting than to be present at a 
prayer mertinpr- Canadian cillzen.'ihip 
is essentially a liig Christian duly al 
the iireseni niomenl-a duly which 
those \vl\o have I'anada's fwtuvc wel- 
fare at heart cannot cousi.'*icnily ncg- 
leeL 

" There were peculiar difficulties," 
said llie speaker, "attached lo falliom- 
liiK the piohlem of individual duty In 
Caiiaila's future. The grcalc.'-t nf 
itirse was, perhaps, the iniinlBt aliiin 
problem." 

In support of his contention. Mr. 
Woodswoilh exhihilcd a chart which 
l anic after his e.\i)lanation as a start- 
ling revelation to most present. The 
head lines, loo, of the chart struck a 
chord that has remained for many 
years sisnally silent It read thus: 
"Immigrants— what shall we do with 
them? AVhat shall they do with us?" 
Canada, continued the lecturer, quol- 
ing his rhart, was in IDOI only half 
lirili.'ih in pupul.itlon, while even to- 
<lay, after an immigration of nearly 
three millions, the percentage remains 
unchanged. 

"Herein lies the problem," said Mr. 
Woodsworth. "Fifty per rent, of t'an- 
aila's citizens who do not speak Kng- 
lish as iheir native tongue— whose 
language, customs, religions, cere- 
monies are absolutely un-Kngllsh. 
Who is going lo solve this problem '.' 
l.illle has been done even on the Illci- 
aiy side, and there lies not only there, 
but also on the luaelical side, a field 
thai Is wide and which will be rich in 
returns. We claim that Canada can 
supiiori as big a population as the 
United Slates — ninety millions— and in 
all probability if such a thing becomes 
an actual fact, not more than five mil- 
lions will bo of old Canadian stock." 

Kxperts, said Mr. Woodsworih, will 
therefore be needed in all the essen- 
tials of the various nations who will 
comprise the Canada of the future. In 
illustration of this point, another chart 
was produced giving details of a cér- 
lain section of Winnipeg, by means of 
which the lecturer showed that there 
wcr.e at the doors of Canadian politics 
and stafescraft the problems of Illit- 
eracy anil unemployment as evideneea 
in I he foi rlKn element of otir cities. A 
I)1k ()iie; lion, loo, was that of housing 
and of the distribution of liind. for 
f)nly a small peicentage of tho foreign 
population of Canada had actually or 
ever would have a chance of tnakiiig a 
dfcrnt home. This fa<'l. said Mr. 
Woodsworih, leads to the biggest (|iie.s- 
t.lon tluit inimedi.Tiely cfmfrnnts Can- 
ada, namely, that while countless num- 
bers of foreigners are hemmed In 
cities, largo portions of land aie held 
for piirpo.sefl of exploitation. 

"And how are wc tackling It?" said 
the lecturer. "Canada has not got men 
big enough at the head of public af- 
fairs. There is too much waiting on 
tJie part of public men to hear the 
voice of public opinion; the govern- 
ment has become, in fact, a mere reg- 
ister of that public opinion. What 
Canada needs is a Lloyd George, for 
public men to-day in Canada are, in 
tho majority of cases, working not for 
the goods of the country, but for the 
good of them.iclves. Canada wants 
men lo go into public life wiih big 
idea.-^ for public service and not for 
private gain. Tn C,anada at present 
sneers."! and bigness has been a matl^ r 
of business. We sbonld see lo it that

"Silly Pursuit" Prof. Leacock 
Terms the Study of English 
Literature. 



MODERN SYSTEM SCORED 



Rudyard Kiplinp and Sir James 
Barrie Would Fail Hope- 
lessly In the Matric. 



That Shakespeare, if living to-day, 
would he miable to pass the kinder- 
garten stage of what Departments of 
i;ducallon call an Knglish course was 
ilii' ciiiiicniion of I'rol'. Stephen l.ea- 
cock. of ilw^ IteparlinenI of Kcouoinics, 
speaking before the convenlion of I'ro- 
teslant teaeheis of the I'rovincc of 
QiK'bec Saturday morning. 

"it is an aina/ing fad but It is 
ncvcrlheiess true," coniiiHud Profes- 
sor Leacock, "that Mr. Hiidyard Kipl- 
ing and Sir James Barrie would fail 
hopelessly In Knglish if they tried to 
pass the entrance examination of any 
Canadian university. King George, 
from whom presumably the King's 
Knglish flows as from ils fountain 
source, might get perhaps half way 
Ihrougb a Canadian high school in the 
BUbjert. 

"As for Shakespeare, I doubt If he 
knew^ enough of what is called Kng- 
lish by our educaticm departmenis lo 
gel beyond a kindergarten. As lo 
passing an examination on one of his 
own plays, such as is set for a Cana- 
dian matriculation, he couldn't have 
done it; he hadn't the brains,— al least 
not the kind of brains that are needed 
for it, 

"The.-je aie not extipgeratlous. they 
iire facts. I admit ilial uIkh the factii 
arc nol good enough, i always exag- 
gerate them. This time they don't 

need it. 

"Our study of Knglish— not merely 
in this province but all over .North 
America except in happy Mexho — 
begins with years and years of the 
stilly stuff called grammar and rhe- 
toric. All the grammar that any 
human being ever needs or that la of 
any use as an intelkciual training, 
can be lonrned in a tew weeks from 
a little book as Ihin as a Kllz-Carl- 
ton sandwich. All (he r( si of the solid 
manuals on the subject is mere slodge. 
It serves no other purpose than to put 
royalties into the pocliets of the dull 
pedants who elaborate it. 

"Rhetoric U worse. It lays down 
lawa for the writing of sentences 
and paraarapbs about as reasonable 
and as ttaefol as a set of directioiM 
telling how to be a gentleman, or how 
lo have a taste for tomatoes. 

Then comes English Literature. 
This is Ibe last stage, open only to

''The Lit./' McGill's oldest undergraduate organization, starts 
business again this evening witli tlie hope and prospect of recoup- 
ing some measure the failures of last session, A general meeting 
of the Society which includes in its membership every student who 
has paid the universal fee, has been called in-order to discuss vari- 
bus matters and in particular the question of inter-class debates 
through the medium of which an endeavor will be made to instill 
new life into the organization, last session allowed to fall into the 
discard principally through want of energy on the part of the exist- 
ing executive and through neglect on the part of the student body. 
■ At every Univèrsity on this continent and in the British Isles, 
the Literary and Debating Society plays an important part in un- 
dergraduate life. Here students meet to leai*n the rudiments of 
the art of oratoi-y, and to discuss the public questions of the day. 
'At its meetings also, essays on interestingly educational subjects 
: are read, and in this way undergraduates who take an interest in 
; political and other questions of importance, and also those desiring 
: to become proficient in pulilic speakinp, come together to enjoy the 
benefits which such a gathering must confer. 

It is difficult to realize the enormous advantages to be derived 
Irom an active membership in this organization. At McGill, as at 
ahnost any other University, are gathered a large number of men 

all having the same object, namely — to obtain education. It is only 
natural that those, who, from the fact that they are attending a 
University at all must necessarily be of a thoughtful turn of mind, 
should Be able to regard any question of the day with a measure of 
intelligence and open-mindedness. For such men the Literary So- 
jciety opens up a wide field of opportunity. 

Public questions, however, are not the only ones which it is 
possible to discuss at the society's meetings. Students in the dif- 
ferent faculties are attending McGill for the purpose of obtaining 
a knowledge of the several departments of human learning. Most 
of these men intend to become specialists along certain lines after 
gi-aduation, and are at present acquiring information which will 
fit them for the particular profession they have chosen. Some are 
studying engineering or architecture; some surgery and medicine; 
some law, and others are engaged in a wider and more general 
range of studies. The "Lit." gives all these men an opportunity 
- 0Î discussing the subject in which they take the greatest interest 
and on which they should naturally be best-informed, with their 
fellow-students. Much may bo learned in this way- Undergi'ad- 
uates pursuing the same course of study are enaljled to discuss 
their favorite subject with one another to their mutual benefit. 
Students in different faculties may also benefit from intercourse 
with each other. Future lawyers or doctors can, through attend- 
ance at the "Lit." impart some interesting information on their 
particular specialties to thg engineering student, while the latter 
may return the favor by giving a discourse on a scientific subject. 
In this way the students of one faculty may leani what is being 
done elsewhere at the University and their knowledge, instead of 
being confined to one particular branch, can be made wider in its 
scope and more useful accordingly. Not only could the Literary 
Society be utilized in this way as an educational field, but would 
also tend towards unity in the undergraduate body by the elimina- 
tion of faculty division. 

The Literary and Debating Society, in spite of its numerous 
good points, however, has not as yet received the recognition and 
support which is undoubtedly deserves. Its active members are 
•drawn principally from the Faculty of Arts and even these are not 
nuhaerous. Why this should be the case it is difficult to say. 
Perhaps the average undergraduate imagines that the society's 
discussions are too heavy and difficult to follow, or it may be that 
sufficient publicity has not been given to the announcements or re- 
ports of its meetings. If the latter is the case, co-operation be- 
tween the officers of the "Lit." and the "McGill Daily" is all that 
Is necessary to remedy the condition. If the former is the reason, 
the étudents should be immediately disabused of the idea. 

Although the Inter-University Debating League is out of com- 
mission (it is to be hoped only temporarily), there is abundant op- 
portuiiity for tfie furthering of the Lit's other activities. The 
Inter-class flebate proposal is especially to be commended. The 
executive is willing to do it." share in organization, provided the 
support accorded by the student body is sufficiently large to make 
It possible. McGill should back the Lit. and back it to the hilt-

minds that have ali-eady been debili- 
tated by grammar and rhetoric, 

"We actually proceed on the silly 
BUppobitlon that you can 'examine' a 
pprsoii in English literature, torture 
i* out of him so to speak in the course 
oC a two hours' inqiiisitlon. We ask 
him to dlstinguinb tho 'styles' of dif- 
férent authors as he would the color 
of their whiskers. We expect him to 
divide up authors into 'schools' and 
to sort them out as easily as a pro- 
duce-merchant classifies fish. 

"The truth is that you cannot ex- 
amine in English in this way, or only 
at the cost of killing the very thing 
tbnt you wish to create. The only 
kind of examination in the subject I 
can thinlt of would be to say to the 
jiupil, for example, 'Have you read 
Charles Dickon's and do you like It?' 
and when he answered that he didn't 
care for it but that his uncle read it 
ail the time, to scud a B.A. degree to 
his uncle. 

"We make our pupils spend about 
two hours a day for ten years in the 
silly pursuit of what we call Eng- 
lish, and yet at the end of It we won- 
der that our students have less real 
appreciation of literature In them 
than when they read a half dime novel 
for sheer artistic joy of it."

Kingston, Oct. 16.— (Special.)— Fol-

Friday morning, the sophomore medi- 
cal students started out shortly after 
noon to administer the solemn rites of 
initiation into the mysteries of univer- 
sity life to the sixty-odd members of 
the freshman class, and that, they were 
eminently successful the appearance 
of the latter on the streets during the 
afternoon amply proved. 

All the latest methods were em- 
ployed. Paint of various conBlstcut-ica 
and colors was applied to tho fresh- 
men's heads and faces and other parts 
of their anatomies. Tho decorative ef- 
fect of shoe polish was not disdained 
in the operations. Several of the stu- 
dents were literally stripped and given 
fancy touches of whatever decorative 
material came handiest at the moment. 
Their shoes were taken from them and 
brought down town and dumped in an 
indiscriminato pile in front of the Ran- 
dolph Hoiel, and the imprisoned 
freshies were then compelled to choose 
their own from the pile. Their effort:; 
caused much auius-ccum; t'.- the large 
crowd of onlookers, who were attract- 
ed by the fun. Many of the students 
presented ludicrous sights painted in 
several colors, their hair a sticky mass 
from a dose of glue or molasses, and 
dressed in clothes which appeared to 
bo specially designed to meet the 
cihcrgency. 

After the boot-sorting episode, the 
frctnles gathered in a crowd and pro- 
ceeded to make things interesting for 
many of the Princess street mer- 
chants. From place to place - they 
went, invading the stores and making 
things lively for the clerks. Fruit 
stores were visited, and in many cases 
baskets of fruit were appropriated and 
distributed among thn crowd or scat- 
tered along tho street. Twelve bas- 
kets were secured in one store alone 
and several from others. 

Tho hotels next claimed their atten- 
tion, and they wore generously treated 
to cigars by the proprietors. Cigars 
seemed to be their objective in thesfi 
places, nothing stronger being asked 
for. Several tobacco stores also re- 
ceived their attention and more cigars 
were obtained. In one of them several 
magazines and a number of pipes were 
also missing after the students depart- 
ed, and in another a box of candy was 
also charged up to tho "loss" account 
by the proprietor. 

After "enjoying" themselves in this 
way for a couple of hours, the stu- 
dents gradually dispersed and busi- 
ness resumed its wonted sway. No ac- 
cidents wore reported as a result of 
the "rush," the medicals coming off 
more fortunate than their arts con- 
freres, several of whom were more or 
less seriously Injured by rough hand- 
ling in the morning rush. 

The Science Rush. 

That tho sophomores of Queen's 
Science are. not deficient in military 
strategy and that the members know 
how to lake ndvantagc of the enemy 
was siiown by the method by which 
they .secured the freshmen in this 
morning's rush. The first stop was to 
secure the scouts who were, posted 
about tho campus by the freshies, and 
this was effected quietly but thorough- 
ly. The six scouts were taken to tho 
gymnasium, wliere they were placed 
under guard. 

This cleared the way for the next 
strategic move and the freshmen were 
soon surrounded, and, after a brief 
struggle, subdued. They were then 
painted in the usual colors, and eight 
of them were partly stripped and 
placed in barrels, which were tied over 
their shoulders with rope suspenders. 
Tho others wcro in all sorts of gro- 
tesque apparel, and all created much 
amusement as they paraded the 
streets. The route taken was along 
Union to Clergy, to Princess, to the 
Market Square, where they were pho- 
tographed. 

On the way Up Princess several bas- 
kets of fniit were apprporiated from 
store fronts and scattered over the 
pavement. There wore no serious ac- 
cidents during^the melee.

the biggest men are in tho public ser- 
vice." 

"University men," continued Mr. 
Woortswonh, ".should be the leaders in 
this transformation. Why should uni- 
versity men not take an oath of allegi- 
ance to their Dominion that they will 
pass it on to posterity better than they 
found it, doing nothing to hinder and 
everything to help Its advance?" • 

To show conditions as they are to- 
day, the lecturer quoted the case of a 
certain slate college who were to dis- 
cuss some subject, one side of which 
was held by the government In power 
at tho time. Before the debate word 
was Kent down from political head- 
quarters, ^^tati^^ llic subject was not 
to be Uiscusscil. 'I'lio niou acquiesced 
because, as they said, many of thcni 
wore looking for government jobs and 
could not afford to bo blackballed by 
disagreeing. 

"Not a man dared to protest," said 
Mr. Woodsworth. "It we want a proof 
that graft exists in this country, hero 
it is. After all, we have not won free- 
dom; we've inherited it, t^nd we won't 
help it unless we stand up and claim 
it." 

In conclusion, Mr. Woodsworth pre- 
dicted that there will be a new era 
hero in Canada after tho war, and Can- 
ada must now lay foundations for Jicr 
future national life. There have, in- 
deed, as tlie lecturer asserted, been 
two stages in Canadian life through 
which the country has already passed. 
First, tile pioneer Ktagc, in which much 
physical exertion was needed and 
which therefore developed high char- 
acter. In the second place, in the last 
fifteen years, has come tho period of 
exploitation when Canada's inhabitants 
have realized its resources and have 
used them each man for himself. This 
fact was evidenced by the existence of 
city street car monopolies and timber 
limits. Now at this present time 
comes tlio opiiortunity for those who 
have Canada at heart to lay the new 
foundation broad and deep, 

"The fir."^t essential" said the lectur- 
er, "is a now spirit of patient Investi- 
gation and service who will l)i'ced men 
who will lay their talent at the feet of 
their country. Begin now, college 
men. to snidy and to dream of -great 
imperial and dominion policies, and 
put them Into action as -opportunity 
arises." 

At the close of the lecture, a cla.ss, 
to which all tmlverslty men were and 
are invited was formed to go Into the 
theoretic and practical sides of tlie 
citizenship tho lecturer had bo ably de- 
scribed.

Former Science Student Died of 
Wounds Received While Fight- 
ing in Dardanelles. 



Lieut. Murdoch ("Busty") Laing, 
Arch. '15, who left here early last 
summer with the 24tb Batt., C.E.F.. 
baà been wounded while fighting with 
the 2nd dirlslon in France, according 
to a latfr casualty list Issued at Ottawa. 
Lieut Lalng was wounded on October 
11. Last year he was a prominent 
N.CO. in the MeOiU Contingent, CO 
T.C, and was the first man to enroll 
in the First University Company. P.P. 
C.L.I. Subsequently, shortly before 
college closed, he secured a commiS' 
sion In the 24tta Battalion, proceeding 
overseas with that unit early in .May.

News has been received In Montreal 
of the death from wounds received in 
action at the Dardanelles of Second 
Lieutenant J. L. E. R. Lake, who was 
for two years at McGill with the class 
of Scl. 'IB. Lieut. Lake died on Aug- 
ust IM after receiving wounds while 
fighting with the 3rd Battalion, Border 
Regiment, M.B.F. He was 24 years of 
age, and the only son of the late J. L.

QUEEN'S HOSPITAL 
NEAR THE PVRAMIDS 

Students With Base Organiza- 
tion Complain of Heat 
In Egypt. 



It may be of some interest to McGill 
men to know something of the countrr 
and the conditions with which the 
members of the 5th Queen's Stationary 
Hospital have to contend with in the 
course of their most humane work in 
Egypt As practically everybody 
knows, it Is situated at Cairo. Egypt, 
whore the temperature very often goes 
up to 125 degrees in the shade, which 
makes it Impossible to work. The fol- 
lowing extract from a letter which one 
of the unit sent to a friend in Kingston 
gives a crude but vivid description of 
the place: 

"It is so hot here tbat we don't work 

in the afternoons, but take a walk 
down the main street. The Pyramids 
remind one of a bunch of ice cream 
cones turned upside down, but, sad to 
say, ihe Ice cream is missing. Then 
we sometimes go ajid take a look at 
the Egyptian mummies, which are in a 
remarkable state ot preservation. 
Nevertheless, I would rather look at 
some of the 'dead ones' in Kingston 
than gaze upon these relics of COOO 
years ago. Right near here are the 
great barracks which Kitchener had 
erected when he was in Egypt They 
are the biggest barracks that T have 
ever seen. We have a lot of work to 
do, having over SOD patients In the 
hospital, the most of them coming from 
the Dardanelles. We rise at 6.15 and 
start on our usual work at 6; then we 
quit at noon and do not go back till 5, 
working till 8 o'clock, when we are 
off duty. It's awful to see the way 
some of the soldiers are maimed, but 
those who are very badly injured do 
not stay here long." 



Pte. Yves Lamontagno, Sri. '15, last 
year a member of the stuff of the Mc- 
Gill Dally and one of the leading 
spirits in the McGill Orchestra who 
went overseas with the Canadian 
Overseas Railway Construction Corps, 
writes as follows to the McGill Dally 
from, "in the field." His letter is 
dated October 1st. 

"Being so far away and without 
much news from my Alma Mater what 
could I do better than to become a 
subscriber to the McGill Dally? If 
remember rightly your paper is about 
to enter its fourth year, which in col 
lege life means the brightest year of 
its existence. Having watched it 
grow, I am sure that it will again ex 
ceed expectations. 

"The latest nc\v.>; of th.e Allies sue 
cesses has given new life to the troops 
here who wore getting tired of the 
trench lite. The Belgians especially 
see with joy the possibility of being 
soon Into the enemy's territory. When 
they do get there, tbey are certain to 
keep things humming. 

"From what I have heard of the Mc 
Gill General Hospital (which is not 
so very far from the front) our Meds. 
seem to be getting along first rate. I 
hope to bear more about tbcni and of 
other :\IcGili men at the front through 
your paper. L. F. Kylos, who gradu 
atcd last year in lîailway Engineering; 
Creaghau and J. S. Parke, also in 
Science, who are with this corps are 
getting along fir.st rate. C. L. lleevi-s 
alAO is upaoldlng McUill's reputation 
Although working in the first line of 
trenches for over a month, we have 
lad no casualties yet. I forgot to add 
that there were two other graduates 
with us— SorgeantMiidge and Sapper 
Korii who graduated sonic six years 
ago. They also arc getting along tine, 

"In closing I wish your paper the 
best of luck as also the Officers Train 
ing Corps which has done so much to 
uphold Canada's good name in the war 
by sending so many trained volunt 
eers. I also hope that the McGlll Or 
chestra Avill continue to encourage the 
musical talent which would otherwise 
be lost without It."

The appearance and cleanli- 
ness of the men was also touched 
upon. Captain Heward said that at 
the lecture last Friday evening he had 
noticed only about six men out of the 
hundred and twenty-five present who 
had anything like an officer's hair 
cut; the remainder either had flow- 
ing locks or their hair was in various 
stages of long growth. He also warn- 
ed the men against certain city barb- 
ers who have a tendency to shave the 
back of the neck. The men were also 
warned to parade sharp on time with 
their buttons shlncd; boots cleaned 
and faces shaven.

Surprises were 
furnished in many of the events, the 
frosbies showing unlookcd for ability. 
I'ho events on the whole were keenly 
contested, and in practically every 
event the winner was forced to go tlio 
limit before obtaining the victory. 

A college record came near being 
smashed at Saturday's meet, that be- 
ing in the high jump, when "Bill"'Aril- 
liff, of the Arts sophomores, Jumped 
no less than 5 feet C inches. This 
height Is only one inich less than the 
college record made by O. S. Waugb 
in 1908. On his showing at the meet. 
It is regarded as probable that Antllff 
will either equal or break Waugh's re- 
cord at the university sports next Fri- 
day. To "UiH" Antliff, too, goes a 
great deal of credit for the good show- 
ing of the sophomores, he winning no 
less than five events, for a total of 25 
points. This exhibition on the part of 
Antliff is one of the best ever made bv 
a student at tuc freshmen-sophomore 
sports, especially since he scored his 
points in both the track and field 
sports. 

Hilller's Good Form. 

George Hlllicr, of Med. '18, furnished 
the crowd a pleasant surprise when 
he cdpped the 100-yards dash. Millier 
had à sore foot last year, and as a re- 
sult was unable to show anything near 
his best form. This year, however, he 
captured the hundred in fast time, be- 
ing fàrccd to go the limit before win- 
ning from both Smclzer and Blocic. In 
his heat, Hlllicr won (luitc handily, but 
in the final both Snielzer and Illock 
were right on his heels, and had he 
shown the slightest signs of faltering, 
Smelzer and Block would have rushed 
in ahead of him. 'I'lie crack spl inter, 
however, got off to a diiiuly start, and 
was never headed, he covering the dis- 
tance in the fast time of 10 2-5 sec- 
onds. This time will probably be Im- 
proved upon by him at the sports on 
Friday afternoon. 

Another surprise to greet the stu- 
dents on Saturday was in the l'2u-yard 
dash. Owinig to the numerous amount 
of withdrawals, only Don Smelzer and 
"Julio". Block wont to the starting lino 
when the event was called. Before the 
race it was freely conceded by both 
freshmen and sophomores that Smcl- 
zer would have little trouble in .win- 
ning from his younger opponent. In 
this they were mistaken, Smelzer fin- 
ished second to Heron last year in the 
220-yards Intercollegiate event, and 
looked to be at his best on Saturday; 
but young Block clearly outran him. 
Both sprinters took things easy for the 
first htindred yards, .-ind then they be- 
gan to show their real ability. Bloi^k 
got away to a commanding lead, and, 
sprinting hard in the last hundred 
yards, won by a fair margin from the 
Sophomore. Block's time was none 
too good, but the fact that he took 
things easy for the first hundred yards 
and also that he was not forced to go 
the limit to win, easily explains this. 
With hard practice during the coming 
week he should show up oven better on 
Friday. 

Antliff Won Viiitance. 

C. Woolward, of Arts '19, showed 
the way for the rest of the field in the 
(luarter-mllo sprint, he beating a smart 
field. Getting away well, Woolward 
ran in easy fashion for the first half 
of the race, and then drew awav to win 
easily from I'. 13. Laffoley, of .Science. 
E. S. Frosat captured the half mile, 
and thus gave the freshmen five 
point.s. Antliff had little trouble In 
capturing the mile race, as was also 
the case in the three-mile event. Ant- 
liff Is a short distance runner of no 
mean ability, and Is liable to cause 
some ot the juniors and sophomores 
considerable trouble in the university 
sports. 

Tho high Jump also went to the 
sturdy sophomore from arts, his per- 
formance being tho more notable 
through tho fact that he came oloso lu 
breaking a college record. Don Smel- 
zer finished second In this event. Ant- 
liff gained more laurels by captiirlag 
both tho broad jump and the pole 
vaull. In the latter, Nat. Rothschild, 
of Arts '19, showed surprising form by 
(•oming second to Antllff, this young- 
sters ability t)eing entirely unlookcd 
for. With more cxi)ericnce Ilothschild 
will be a hard ir.an to beat in future 
years.
